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DECISION ON PETITION 



This decision is in response to applicants' "RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1 .137(b)" 
and "RESUBMISSION AND PROOF OF AUTHORITY" filed 28 August 2000. In a decision dated 27 
March 2000, the "PETITION TO REVIVE" filed 15 June 1999 was dismissed because the terminal 
disclaimer provided by the applicants was not acceptable. The three-month extension of time fee has been 
charged to Deposit Account No. 05-1 712. 

DISCUSSION 

A. Petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) 

A petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) requesting that the application be revived on the grounds of 
unintentional abandonment must be accompanied by (1) the required reply, (2) the petition fee required by 
law, (3) a statement that the "entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until 
the filing of a grantable petition was unintentional," and (4) any terminal disclaimer and fee required 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(c). The 06 June 2000 decision indicated that petitioner satisfied items (1), (2) 
and (3). 

As to item (4), terminal disclaimer filed 28 August 2000 is acceptable. The terminal disclaimer 
has been paid. 

B. Papers under 3 7 CFR 1 .44 

As of 09 September 2000, proof of authority of the legal representative is no longer required, 
therefore, the requirement under 37 CFR 1 .44 is DISMISSED as moot. 



CONCLUSION 

All of the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b) have been met and applicant's petition to revive is 
GRANTED. 



The pe|ition under 37 CFR 1 .44 is DISMISSED as moot. 

The application has an international filing date of 25 April 1994 under 35 U.S.C. 363 and a 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) and 371(c) date of 28 September 1998.
